There are cows that are bretl 
for beef and there are cow’s that 
are bred for milk qualities. ОаЫу 
is a milk cow. 
Ill this section of the stato a 
cow that gives above thrive gallons 
of milk is looked upon as a fair 
milk cow. 
One that gives four 
gallons per day is an extra gootl 
cow while one that gives five gal­ 
lons is a rarety. 
But 
this 
is 
Daisy’s record. 
On the day before this photo 
was taken she gave five gallons 
and one pint of milk. Her average 
for ten days preceding this photo 
was slightly below five gallom per 
day and she was increasing in her 
milk. 
It is reasonablt to suppose that 
she will give five gallons per day 
for 200 days. This is the len^h 
of time a cow stays at full period 
of milk giving. In such a case she 
will give in that length of time 
8,000 lbs. or 1,000 gallons of milk. 
This would yield over 480 lbs. of 
butter as her test is slightly ovey 
5 per cent. 
Sweet milk sells at from 32 to 
40 cents per gallon. During the 
next 200 days Daisy will give 150 
gallons gallons of milk per month, 
whieb, figured at 32 cent« per gal­ 
lon, is worth $48.00 per month or 
$1.60 per day. For 200 days her 
milk will mAl for $320.00. 
Theae are not farfetched fanciea 
but actual figures. D i^y eata no 
more than a cow that givea two or 
three gaUona per day and it costa 
no more to keep her. Her »elling 
price ia about feO.OO more than a 
three-gallon milk ^w . In two 
numtbi and nineteen days she 
would pay back that $50.00 in the 
extra amount of milk*she gives

There aro many ;w*ople who are 
trying to get Holstein cows into 
the country and are paying fancy 
‘prices ami taking a big risk in 
'bringing them to Texas who do not 
‘realize that they can get highgrade 
jersey cows that will pay just as 
well and perhaps better. 
We suppose that this cow is the 
beat milk cow in the county; that 
is, give* more milk. She is not a 
registered cow% though she is sub­ 
ject to registration. 
She was 
brott^t to Comanche by W. O. 
Bolding who bought her as a calf 
and Ifeccntly sold her to O. W. 
Jessup. 
Mr. Jessup bought her while diy 
and her calf is a bull, and we 
want to depart from our theme 
long igough to sa^ that in this 
c&lfis a strong possibility for some 
man to build up his herd. While 
the calf is not registered he is 
well bre<l for milk stock and some 
man who wants to breed up his 
herd and doesn’t w'snt to make the 
investment of a high priced bull, 
should buy him and in all probab­ 
ility will. 
A good cow pa>8 for her keep 
and it can be aeen from, these flg- 
|ures that this cow doe«. We need 
more such stock in the county and 
they should be pufdiAssd for they 
are a better inrtukmmt than dheap 
er cattle and their ealroA wiH sell 
for more when sold. 
Daisy is a pwfeet type from ev­ 
ery stcndpomt. Her color is truly 
jersey and her build is exact while 
in disposition idle is perfect. Mr. 
Jessup has a rare treasure in this 
cow and we hope she will be kept 
in Comanche comity.

We 
lave two men and their W'ives who 
give all their time to evarigeli.Htic 
work, and Mrs. Fielder and I mix 
our w'ork, doing largely

work. Our school work has just 
opcnoii ill (’bengehow. 
We came 
lere last fall and made arrange­ 
ments to open school, allowing for 
„fty or sixty children. We nave 
now enrolled over 90, so you can 
imagine how we need more room, 
f we had a proper school building 
in Chengchow it would be one of 
he gre«te«t help« to our work. We 
lave school 6 days in week ,then 
lave preaching and Sunday wChool 
on Sunday in our school house. 
One peculiar thing about Chin­ 
ese children, they will 
come to 
Sunday school just like they at­ 
tend the day school. For this rea­ 
son we have almost every boy and 
girl in our Sunday school
